This report briefly summarizes the grape survey made in New York 
State following completion of the 1954 crop harvest. All wineries and 
processing plants licensed by the State of New York who indicated that they 
handled grapes were contacted by mail, A questionnaire was sent to each of 
the firms involved along with a letter explaining the purpose of the survey 
and telling in brief how the questionnaire was to be filled out „ Since a com- 
plete enumeration was desired,, a number of telephone calls and personal 
visits were made to encourage all firms to complete and return the question- 
naire sent them. Some of the personal contacts were made to correct what 
appeared to be errors in reporting. 

A total of 36 firms were contacted and all of them reported. The 
cooperation of these 36 wineries and grape processors is gratefully acknowl- 
edged for without their splendid cooperation this report would not have been 
possible. It is hoped that the information contained in this summary will 
provide some measure of recompense to these firms for their time and 
effort in providing the necessary data. 

Of the 36 firms contacted, 33 reported actually processing grapes 
while the other three firms indicated that they had sold all the grapes they 
handled as fresh grapes to other processors and fresh fruit dealers. The 
33 firms which processed grapes reported that they had taken in a total of 
101, 158 tons of grapes. Since information was obtained on the quantity of 
grapes resold to other plants (uncrushed) it was possible to make proper 
allowance for the plant-to-plant movement. The total pi ant -to -pi ant move- 
ment amounted to 1, 068 tons. This duplication in quantity available for 
processing was subtracted out by variety on the basis of primary source thus 
leaving a net of 100, 090 tons of grapes available for processing in the State 
of New York. 

Of the 100, 090 tons of grapes taken into New York State plants for 
processing, 87,760 tons came from within the State, 10,470 tons were im- 
ported from Canada, and 1, 860 tons came from other states (Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, and New Jersey. ) 

For this project, State funds were matched with Federal funds 
received from the Agricultural Marketing Service, U.S.D.A. 
under provisions of the Agricultural Marketing Act of 1946. 
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The 87, 760 tons of New York grapes came from the following pro- 
ducing areas listed in order of importance: - Chautauqua- Erie, 53,496 tons 
or 61.0 percent; Finger Lakes 25,063 tons or 28.6 percent; Hudson Valley 
4, 870 tons or 5. 5 percent; Niagara 3, 801 tons or 4. 3 percent and other New 
York areas 530 tons or 0.6 percent. 

The Concord variety of course, makes up the bulk of the New York 
grapes processed in the State, This is also true of the grapes brought in 
from other states and Canada. Other leading New York varieties processed 
in the State include in their order of importance, Catawba, Niagara, 
Delaware, Fredonia, and Ives. 

Of the 100,090 tons of grapes processed, 78,670 tons or 78.6 
percent were used to make sweet juice as the product of first utilization or 
primary use in the plant where the fresh grapes were received; 14, 793 tons 
or 14. 8 percent were used to make wine and 6, 627 tons or 6. 6 percent were 
either stemmed and crushed or pulped. 

Since the Concord variety made up about 89 percent of the total 
quantity of grapes taken into New York State plants, it is not surprising that 
it is the most important variety in each of the three utilization categories. 
With the exception of the Fredonia variety however, all other varieties were 

used primarily for making wine.

NEW YORK STATE - 1955 



This report briefly summarizes the grape survey made in New York 
State following completion of the 1955 crop harvest. A similar survey was 
made in connection with the 1954 crop. All wineries and processing plants 
licensed by the State of New York who indicated that they handled grapes were 
contacted by mail. A questionnaire was sent to each of the firms involved. 

All of the firms contacted returned a completed questionnaire. The 
cooperation of these wineries and grape processors is gratefully acknowledged 
for without their splendid cooperation this report would not have been possible. 
It is hoped that the information contained in this summary will provide some 
measure of recompense to these firms for their time and effort in providing 
the necessary data. 

Of the 34 firms contacted, 28 reported actually processing grapes 
while the other 6 firms indicated that they had either sold all the grapes they 
handled as fresh grapes to other processors and fresh fruit dealers, or had 
handled no grapes in 1955. The 28 firms which processed grapes reported 
that they had taken in a total of 98, 029 tons of grapes. Since information was 
obtained on the quantity of grapes resold to other plants (uncrushed), it was 
possible to make proper allowance for plant-to-plant movement. The total 
reported plant-to-plant movement amounted to 568 tons. This duplication in 
quantity available for processing was subtracted out by variety thus leaving a 
net of 97,461 tons of grapes available for processing in New York State plants. 
In 1954, a total of 100, 090 tons of grapes were processed in New York State 
plants. 

Of the 97,461 tons of grapes taken into New York State plants for pro- 
cessing in 1955, 82, 962 tons came from within the State, 6,897 tons were 
imported from Canada, and 7,602 tons came from other states (Pennsylvania 
and Ohio.) Of the 100, 090 tons of grapes taken into New York State plants in 
1954, 87,760 tons came from within the State, 10,470 tons were imported 
from Canada, and 1,860 tons came from other states. 

For this project, State funds were matched with Federal funds 
received from the Agricultural Marketing Service, U. S. D. A. 
under provisions of the Agricultural Marketing Axit of 1946. 



In 1955, the 82, 962 tons of New York grapes came from the following 
producing areas listed in order of importance: - Chautauqua- Erie, 50, 820 
tons or 61.3 percent; Finger Lakes 23,680 tons or 28. 5 percent; Hudson 
Valley 4,495 tons or 5.4 percent; Niagara 3,317 tons or 4.0 percent and other 
New York areas 650 tons or 0. 8 percent. 

In 1954 the 87, 760 tons of New York grapes handled in New York State 
plants came from the following producing areas: - Chautauqua-Erie 53,496 
tons or 61.0 percent; Finger Lakes 25,063 tons or 28. 6 percent; Hudson 
Valley 4, 870 tons or 5. 5 percent; Niagara 3, 801 tons or 4. 3 percent and other 
New York areas 530 tons or 0. 6 percent. 

The Concord variety of course, makes up the bulk of the New York 
grapes processed in the State. This is also true of the grapes brought in from 
other states and Canada. Other leading New York varieties processed in the 
State include in their order of importance Catawba, Niagara, Delaware, 
Fredonia and Ives. 

Of the 97, 461 tons of grapes processed in 1955, 75, 849 or 77. 8 per- 
cent were used to make sweet juice as the product of first utilization or 
primary use in the plant where the fresh grapes were received; 15,493 or 15.9 
percent were used to make wine and 6, 119 tons or 6. 3 percent were used for 
other purposes such as stemmed and crushed, pulped, and de-seeded. In 
1954, 78, 670 tons or 78. 6 percent were used to make sweet juice, 14, 793 tons 
or 14.8 percent were used to make wine and 6, 627 tons or 6. 6 percent were 
used for other purposes. 

Since the Concord variety made up about 90 percent of the total 
quantity of grapes taken into New York State plants, it is not surprising that it 
is the most important variety in each of the three utilization categories. With 
the exception of the Fredonia variety however, all other varieties were used 
primarily for making wine.

This report briefly summarizes the grape survey made in New York State 
following completion of the 1956 crop harvest. A similar survey was made in 
connection with the 1954 and 1955 crops. The information contained in this report 
was obtained by contacting all wineries and processing plants licensed by the 
State of New York who indicated that they handled grapes, A questionnaire was 
sent to each of the firms involved. 

All of the firms contacted returned a completed questionnaire <=■ a continu- 
ation of the excellent cooperation experienced in previous surveys. The co- 
operation of these wineries and grape processors is gratefully acknowledged for 
without their assistance this report would not be possible* 

Of the 39 firms contacted s 31 reported actually processing grapes while 
the other 8 firms indicated that they had either sold all the grapes they handled as 
fresh grapes to other processors and fresh fruit dealers, or had handled no grapes 
in 1956« The 31 firms which processed grapes reported that they had handled a 
net tonnage (after accounting for pi ant -to -plant movement) of 102,, 408 tons of 
grapes of all varieties. In 1955, a total of 97,461 tons of grapes were processed 
in New York State plants. 

While the total tonnage of grapes handled by New York State plants was 
larger in 1956 than in 1955, the quantity of grapes brought in from Canada and 
from other states was smaller than in 1955. This resulted from a considerably 
larger crop in New York this year than in either of the last two years* Of the 
102,408 tons of grapes taken into New York State plants for processing in 1956, 
97,961 tons came from within the State, 2, 244 tons were imported from Canada, 
and 2,203 tons came from other states. Of the 97,461 tons of grapes taken into 
New York State plants in 1955, 82, 962 tons came from within the State, 6, 897 tons 
were imported from Canada, and 7,602 tons came from other States,, 

In 1956, the 97, 961 tons of New York grapes came from the following pro- 
ducing areas listed in order of importance: Chautauqua-Erie, 63, 767 tons or 
6*5.1 percent; Finger Lakes, 25, 934 tons or 26.5 percent; Hudson Valley 4, 743 
tons or 4„ 8 percent; Niagara 2, 916 tons or 3,0 percent; and other New York areas 
601 tons or 0,6 percent. 

For this project, State funds were matched with Federal funds re~ 
ceived from the Agricultural Marketing Service, U, S* D. A. under 
provisions of the Agricultural Marketing Act of 1946, 



In 1955 the 82, 962 tons of New York grapes handled in New York State plants 
came from the following producing areas: Chautauqua-Erie 50, 820 tons or 61.

percent; Finger Lakes 23, 680 tons or 28.5 percent; Hudson Valley 4,4.9.5 tons or 5,4 
percent; Niagara 3, 317 tons or 4.0 percent and other New York areas 650 tons or 
0. 8 percent. 

The Concord variety makes up the bulk of the New York grapes processed 
in the State. This is also true of the grapes brought in from other states and Canada. 
Other leading New York varieties processed in the State include in their order of 
importance Catawba, Delaware, Niagara, Fredonia and Elvira. 

Of the 102,408 tons of grapes processed in 1956, 78, 566 tons or 76.7 per- 
cent were used to make sweet juice as the product of first utilization or primary use 
in the plant where the fresh grapes were received; 14,429 tons or 14.1 percent were 
used to make wine and 9,413 tons or 9.2 percent were used for other purposes such 
as stemmed and crushed, pulped, and de-seeded. In 1955, 75,849 tons or 77.8 
percent were used to make sweet juice, 15,493 tons or 15. 9 percent were used to 
make wine and 6, 119 tons or 6. 3 percent were used for other purposes. 

Since the Concord variety made up about 90 percent of the total quantity of 
grapes taken into New York State plants, it is not surprising that it is the most 
important variety in each of three utilization categories. With the exception of the 
Fredonia variety however, all other varieties were used primarily for making wine. 

Average prices paid for New York grapes, as reported by wineries and 
processing plants are summarized in table 4, for the more important varieties. 
Since a large part of the Concord and Fredonia tonnage is handled on a cooperative 
or profit-sharing basis, no attempt was made to arrive at an average price for 
these two varieties for 1956.

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This report .briefly summarizes the grape survey made in New York State 
following completion of the 1957 crop harvest. This is the fourth yea* that the 
survey has been made. The information contained in this report was obtained by 
contacting all wineries and processing plants licensed by the State of New York who 
indicated that they handled grapefs, A questionnaire was sent to each of the firms 
involved. 

All of the firms contacted returned a completed questionnaire - a continuation 
of the excellent cooperation experienced in previous surveys. The cooperation of 
these wineries and grape processors is gratefully acknowledged for without their 
assistance this report would not be possible.

Of the 39 firms contacted, . 31 reported actually processing grapes while the 
other 8 firms indicated that they had either sold all of the grapes they handled as

In 1957, the 60, 751 tons of New York grapes came from the following pro- 
ducing areas listed in order of importance: Chautauqua - Erie, 41, 190 tons or 67*8 
percent; Finger Lakes, 14,314 tons or 23.6 percent; Hudson Valley 2,542 tons or 
4,2 percent; Niagara 2,403 tons or 3,9 percent; and other New York areas 302 tons 
or 0*5 percent. 

In 1956 the 9,7, 961 tons of New York grapes handled in New York State plants 
came from the following producing areas: Chautauqua - Erie, 63, 767 tons or 65,1 
percent; Finger Lakes 25, 934 tons or.

• Of the'65i490 tons of grapes processed in 1957, 50, 196 tons or 76.7 percent 
were used to make sweet juice as the product Of first utilization or primary use in 
the plant where the fresh grapes were received; 12,203 tons or 18.6 percent were 
used to make wine and 3, 091 tons or 4, 7 percent were used for other purposes such 
as stemmed and crushed, pulped, and de-seeded. In 1956, 78,566 tons or 76.7 
percent were used to make sweet juice; 14,429 tons or 14.1 percent were used to 
make wine and 9,413 tons or 9.2 percent were used for other purposes. 

Since the' Concord variety made up about 89 percent of the total quantity of 
grapes taken into New York State plants, it is hot surprising that it is the most im- 
portant variety in each of the three utilization Categories. With the exception of the 
Fredonia variety however, all other varieties were used primarily for making wine. 

Average'p rices paid f6r New York grape's, as reported by wineries and 
processing plants are summarized* in table 4, for the more important varieties. 
Since alarge partof the Concord and Fredonia tonnage is handled on a cooperative

NEW YORK STATE - 1959 



This report briefly summarizes the grape survey made in New York 
State following completion of the 1959 crop harvest. This is the sixth year 
that the survey has been made. The information contained in this report was 
obtained by contacting all wineries and processing plants licensed by the State 
of New York, who indicated that they handled grapes. A questionnaire was 
sent to each of the firms. 

All of the firms returned a completed questionnaire - - continuing the 
excellent cooperation experienced in previous surveys. The cooperation of 
these wineries and grape processors is gratefully acknowledged for without 
their assistance this report would not be possible. 

Of the 36 firms contacted, 29 reported actually processing grapes while 
the other 7 firms indicated they had either sold all of the grapes they handled 
as fresh grapes to other processors and fresh fruit dealers, or had handled no 
grapes in 1959. The 29 firms which processed grapes reported that they had 
handled a net tonnage (after accounting for plant-to-plant movement) of 90, 516 
tons of grapes of all varieties. In 1958 a total of 102, 263 tons were processed 
in New York State plants. 

Of the 90, 516 tons of grapes processed in New York State plants in 1959, 
84, 979 tons came from within the State; 1, 984 tons were imported from Canada; 
and 3, 553 tons came from other states (Michigan, Ohio, and Pennsylvania). Of 
the 102, 263 tons of grapes taken into New York State plants in 1958, 92, 938 
tons came from within the State; 5, 206 tons were imported from Canada; and 
4, 119 tons came from other states. 



For this project, State funds were matched with Federal 
funds received from the Agricultural Marketing Service, 
U. S. D. A. > under provisions of the Agricultural Marketing 
Act of 1946. 
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In 1959 the 84, 979 tons of New York grapes came from the following 
producing areas listed in order of importance: Chautauqua - Erie, 56, 766 tons 
or 66. 8 percent; Finger Lakes 22, 855 tons or 26.9 percent; Hudson Valley 
2, 536 tons or 3. percent; Niagara 2, 336 tons or 2. 7 percent; and other New 
York areas 486 tons or 0. 6 percent. 

In 1958, the 92, 938 tons of New York grapes came from the following 
producing areas*. Chautauqua-Erie 52, 556 tons or 56. 5 percent; Finger Lakes 
22, 855 tons or 26. 9 percent, Niagara 4, 8 16 tons or 5. 2 percent; Hudson Valley 
4, 287 or 4. 6 percent; and other New York areas 441 tons or 0. 5 percent. 

Of the 90, 516 tons of grapes processed in 1959, 70, 342 tons or 77-7 
percent were used to make sweet juice as the product of first utilization or 
primary use in the plant where the fresh grapes were received; 17, 243 tons or 
19- percent were used to make wine and 2, 931 tons or 3.3 percent were used 
for other purposes such as stemmed and crushed, pulped and de- seeded. In 
1958, 73, 686 tons or 72.0 percent were used to make sweet juice, 23, 394 tons 
or 22. 9 percent were used to make wine and 5, 183 tons or 5. 1 percent were 
used for other purposes. 

The Concord variety accounted for about 89 percent of the total quantity 
taken into New York State plants and was the most important variety in each of 
the three utilization categories. Most of the other varieties were utilized 
primarily in making wine. 

Average prices^paM for New York grapes as reported by wineries and 
processing plants are summarized in table 5, for the more important varieties. 
Since a large part of the Concord tonnage is handled on a cooperative or profit- 
sharing basis, no attempt was made to arrive at an average price for this 
variety in 1959-

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This report briefly summarizes the grape survey made in New York 
State following completion of the 196 1 crop harvest. This is the eighth year 
that the survey has been made. The information contained in this report was 
obtained by contacting all wineries and processing plants licensed by the State 
of New York, who indicated that they handled grapes. A questionnaire was 
sent to each of the firms. 

All of the firms returned a completed questionnaire - continuing the 
excellent cooperation experienced in previous surveys. The cooperation of 
these wineries and grape processors is gratefully acknowledged for without 
their assistance this report would not be possible. 

Of the 32 firms contacted, 27 reported actually processing grapes 
while the other 5 firms indicated they had either sold all of the grapes they 
handled as fresh grapes to other processors and fresh fruit dealers, or had 
handled no grapes in 1961. The 27 firms which processed grapes reported 
that they had handled a net tonnage (after accounting for plant-to-plant 
movement) of 119, 715 tons of grapes of all varieties. This is the second 
largest total handled in the eight years that this survey has been conducted- 
In I960 a total of 126. 960 tons were processed in New York State plants. 

New York State wineries and grape processing plants received a 
record 117, 389 tons of grapes from within the State in 1961, exceeding the 
previous record of 115, 131 tons in I960. Receipts from other states in 1961 
were 2, 326 tons (from Pennsylvania and Ohio), while there were no receipts 
reported from Canada. In I960, receipts from other states were 4,307 tons 
('rom Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Michigan), and 7, 522 tons were imported 
from Canada.

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In 1961 the 117, 389 tons of New York grapes came from the following 
producing areas in order of importance: Chautauqua-Erie, 78, 085 tons or 66. 5 
percent; Finger Lakes 30, 663 tons or 26. 1 percent; Niagara 3, 763 tons or 3. 2 
percent; Hudson Valley 2, 844 tons or 2,4 percent; and other New York areas 

2, 034 tons or 1,8 percent. 

In I960, the 115, 131 tons of New York grapes came from the follow- 
ing producing areas: Chautauqua-Erie, 70, 166 tons or 60. 9 percent; Finger Lakes 
33, 918 tons or 29. 5 percent; Niagara 5, 243 tons or 4. 6 percent; Hudson Valley 

3, 826 tons or 3. 3 percent; and other New York areas 1, 978 tons or 1. 7 percent. 

Of the 119, 715 tons of grapes processed in 1961, a total of 95, 299 tons 
or 79. 6 percent were used to make sweet juice as the product of first utilization 
or primary use in the plant where the fresh grapes were received; 20, 304 tons or 
17, percent were used to make wine and 4, 112 tons or 3.4 percent were used for 
other purposes such as stemmed and crushed, pulped and de- seeded. In I960, 
99, 788 tons or 78. 6 percent were used to make sweet juice, 20, 372 tons or 16. 
percent were used to make wine and 6, 800 tons or 5.4 percent were used for other 
purposes. 

The Concord variety accounted for about 87 percent of the total quantity 
taken into New York State plants and was the most important variety in each of 
the three utilization categories. Most of the other varieties were utilized prima- 
rily in making wine . 

Average prices paid for New York grapes as reported by wineries and 
processing plants are summarized in table 5 for the more important varieties. 
Since a large part of the Concord tonnage is handled on a cooperative or profit- 
sharing basis, no attempt was made to arrive at an average price for this variety 
in 1961.

The information contained in this 
report was obtained by contacting all wineries and processing plants licensed by 
the State of New York, who indicated that they handled grapes. A questionnaire 
was sent to each of the firms. 

All of the firms returned a completed questionnaire continuing the excellent 
cooperation experienced in previous surveys. The cooperation of these wineries 
and grape processors is gratefully acknowledged, for without their assistance this 
report would not be possible. 

Of the 31 firms contacted, 26 reported actually processing grapes while 
the other 5 firms indicated they had either sold all of the grapes they handled as 
fresh grapes to other processors and fresh fruit dealers, or had handled no grapes 
in 1962. The 26 firms which processed grapes reported that they handled a net 
tonnage (after accounting for plant- to- plant movement) of 107,495 tons of grapes of 
all varieties. In 1961 a total of 119, 715 tons were processed in New York State 
plants. 

New York State wineries and grape processing plants received 99, 204 tons 
of grapes from within the State in 1962, compared with record tonnage of 117, 389 
in 1961.

SURVEY OF WINERIES AND GRAPE PROCESSING PLANTS 
NEW YORK STATE - 1963 



This report briefly summarizes the grape survey made in New York 
State following completion of the 1963 crop harvest. The information contained 
in this report was obtained by contacting all wineries and processing plants 
licensed by the State of New York, who indicated that they handled grapes, A 
questionnaire was sent to each of the firms. 

All of the fi...ns returned a completed questionnaire continuing the excel- 
lent cooperation experienced in previous surveys. The cooperation of these 
wineries and grape processors is gratefully acknowledged, for without their 
assistance this report would not be possible. 

Of the 31 firms contacted, 29 reported processing grapes while the other 
firms indicated they had handled no grapes in 1963. The 29 firms which pro- 
cessed grapes reported that they handled a net tonnage (after accounting for plant- 
to-plant movement) of 111, 838 tons of grapes of all varieties. In 1962 a total of 
107, 495 tons were processed in New York State plants. 

New York State wineries and grape processing plants received 98, 163 tons 
of grapes from within the State in 1963, compared with 99, 204 tons in 1962. Re- 
ceipts from other states in 1963 were 6, 776 tons (from Ohio, Michigan, Penn- 
sylvania, and South Carolina) while 6, 899 tons were imported from Canada. In 
1962, receipts from other states were 7, 958 tons (from Ohio, Michigan and Penn- 
sylvania) while 333 tons were imported from Canada. 



For this project, State funds were matched with Federal 
funds received from the Agricultural Marketing Service, 
U. S. D. A. under the provisions of the Agricultural 
Marketing Act of 1946. 



In 19 63 the 9 8, 163 tons of New York grapes came from the following 
producing areas; Chautauqua-Erie 60,457 tons; Finger Lakes 28, 772 tons; 
Niagara 4, 553 tons; Hudson Valley 3, 493 tons; and other New York areas 
888 tons. 

In 1962 the 99, 204 tons of New York grapes came from the folio-wing 
producing areas; Chautauqua-Erie 61, 188 tons; Finger Lakes 28, 121 tons; 
Niagara 5, 304 tons; Hudson Valley 3, 279 tons; and other New York areas 
1, 312 tons. 

Of the 111, 838 tons of grapes processed in 1963 a total of 84, 108 tons 
or 75,2 percent were used to make sweet juice as the product of first utiliza- 
tion or primary use in the plant where the fresh grapes were received; 21, 913 
tons or 19 , 6 percent were used to make wine and 5, 817 tons or 5, 2 percent 
were used for other purposes such as stemmed and crushed, pulped and de- 
seeded. In 1962, 80, 898 tons or 75, 3 percent were used to make sweet juice, 
23, 730 tons or 22, 1 percent were used to make wine and 2, 867 or 2, 6 were 
used for other purposes. 

The Concord variety accounted for about 85 percent of the total quantity 
taken into New York State plants and was the most important variety in each 
of the three utilization categories. Most of the other varieties were utilized 
primarily in making wine. 

Average prices paid for New York grapes as reported by wineries and 
processors are summarized in table 4 for the more important varieties. Since 
a large part of the Concord tonnage is handled on a cooperative or profit sharing 
basis no attempt was made at this time to arrive at an average price for 1963,

8 
percent were used to make wine and 5, 283 tons or 4. 3 percent were used for 
other purpose s. 

The Concord variety accounted for about 84 percent of the total quantity 
of grapes taken into New York plants in 1965 and was the most important variety 
in each of the three utilization categories. Most of the other varieties were used 
primarily in making wine. 

Average prices paid for New York grapes as reported by wineries and pro- 
cessors are summarized in table 4 for the more important varieties. Since a 
large part of the Concord tonnage is handled on a cooperative or profit sharing 
basis no attempt was made at this time to arrive at an average price for 1965.

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SURVEY OF WINERIES AND GRAPE PROCESSING PLANTS 

NEW YORK STATE - 1965 

This report briefly summarizes the grape survey made in New York State 
following completion of the 1965 crop harvest. The information contained in this 
report was obtained by contacting all wineries and processing plants licensed by 
the State of New York, who indicated that they handled grapes. A questionnaire 
was sent to each of the firms. 

All of the firms returned a completed questionnaire continuing the excellent 
cooperation experienced in previous surveys. The cooperation of these wineries 
and grape processors is gratefully acknowledged, for without their assistance this 
report would not be possible. 

Of the firms contacted, 29 reported processing grapes while the other firms 
indicated they had handled no grapes in 1965. The 29 firms which processed grapes 
reported that they had handled a net tonnage (after accounting for plant-to-plant 
movement) of 136, 719 tons of grapes of all varieties. In 1964 a total of 123, 515 tons 
were processed in New York State plants. 

New York State wineries and grape processing plants received 124, 903 tons 
of grapes from within the State in 1965, compared with 110, 227 tons in 1964. Re- 
ceipts from other states in 1965 were 6, 216 tons (from Ohio, Michigan and Penn- 
sylvania) while 5, 600 tons were imported from Canada. In 1964 receipts from 
other states were 1, 741 tons (from Ohio, Michigan and Pennsylvania) while 11, 547 
tons were imported from Canada. 



For this project, State funds were matched with Federal 
funds received from the Consumer and Marketing Service, 
U. S. D. A. under the provisions of the Agricultural

In 1965 the 124, 903 tons of New York grapes came from the following pro- 
ducing areas: Chautauqua-Erie 82,533 tons; Finger Lakes 34,425 tons; Niagara 
4, 438 tons; Hudson Valley 2, 528 tons; and other New York areas 979 tons. 

In 1964 the 110, 227 tons of New York grapes came from the following pro- 
ducing areas: Chautauqua-Erie 70, 502 tons; Finger Lakes 32, 340 tons; Niagara 
4, 149 tons; Hudson Valley 2, 473 tons; and other New York areas 763 tons. 

Of the 136, 719 tons of grapes processed in 1965 a total of 99, 124 tons or 
72. 5 percent were used to make sweet juice as the product of first utilization or 
primary use in the plant where the fresh grapes were received, 31, 493 tons or 
23. percent were used to make wine and 6, 102 tons or 4. 5 percent were used for 
other purposes such as stemmed and crushed, pulped and de-seeded. In 1964, 
93 : 791 tons or 75. 9 percent were used to make sweet juice, 24, 441 tons or 19. 8 
percent were used to make wine and 5, 283 tons or 4. 3 percent were used for 
other purposes. 

The Concord variety accounted for about 84 percent of the total quantity 
of grapes taken into New York plants in 1965 and was the most important variety 
in each of the three utilization categories. Most of the other varieties were used 
primarily in making wine. 

Average prices paid for New York grapes as reported by wineries and pro- 
cessors are summarized in table 4 for the more important varieties. Since a 
large part of the Concord tonnage is handled on a cooperative or profit sharing 
basis no attempt was made at this time to arrive at an average price for 1965.

SURVEY OF WINERIES AND GRAPE PROCESSING PLANTS 

NEW YORK STATE - 1967 



New York State wineries and grape processing plants received 141, 134 tons 
of grapes in 1967, up from the 1966 figure of 129, 903 tons, according to the New 
York Crop Reporting Service. Grapes received from within New York State totaled 
131, 114 tons compared with 119, 216 tons a year earlier. Grapes received from 
Pennsylvania and Ohio at 3008 tons was significantly higher than the 1966 tonnage 
of 2, 390 tons. New York processors imported less grapes from Canada in 1967 
decreasing from the 1966 figure of 8, 297 tons to 7,012 tons in 1967. 

The Chautauqua-Erie area supplied 88, 863 tons of grapes in 1967, compared 
with 74, 341 tons a year earlier. More grapes were also received from the Finger 
Lakes Region in 1967, up slightly from the 1966 figure of 34, 590 tons to 35, 797 tons 
in 1967. Grapes received from other New York areas totaled 6,454 tons, down 
substantially from the 1966 figure of 10, 285 tons. The decrease in Concord grapes 
processed from the Finger Lakes and Niagara Areas in New York State this year 
resulted from a substantial tonnage of Concords from these two areas being proc- 
essed outside of New York. 

Of the 141, 134 tons of grapes processed in New York, the first utilization 
of 95, 485 tons was sweet juice in 1967, compared with 92, 580 tons one year earlier. 
Grapes pressed for sweet juice accounted for 68 percent of the crop in 1967, com- 
pared with 71 percent in 1966. Wine was the primary utilization of 41, 182 tons in 
1967. The tonnage pressed for wine accounted for 29 percent of all grapes processed, 
up from the 1966 tonnage of 32,477 tons which accounted for 25 percent of the grapes 
processed in New York during 1966. 

Concord continues to be the number one variety in all three categories. In 
1967, the 112, 762 tons of Concords processed accounted for 80 percent of all the 
grapes processed. Even though the Concord tonnage processed increased from the 
preceding year, the percent of the total was down slightly from the 82 percent level 
of 1966. With the exception of Concords and Fredonias, most of the varieties 
pressed were primarily utilized for making wine. 



For this project, State funds were matched with Federal 
funds received from the Consumer and Marketing Service, 
U.S.D.A. under the provisions of the Agricultural Mar- 
keting Act of 1946. 
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Prices paid to growers for most varieties were about equal to 1 966 prices 
or slightly higher. A significant part of the Concord variety is handled on a 
cooperative or profit sharing basis, therefore no attempt is made to estimate an 
average price for Concords in 1967 at this time. 

All the wineries and processing plants that handled grapes in 1967 were 
contacted and supplied us with the number of tons that they processed this year. 
"We gratefully acknowledge the continued excellent cooperation of these New York 
wineries and grape processors, for without their assistance this report would not 
be possible. There were 29 firms that processed grapes in New York during 1967.

SURVEY OF WINERIES AND GRAPE PROCESSING PLANTS 

NEW YORK STATE - 1968 



Wineries and grape processing plants in New York State received 93,477 
tons of grapes in 1968 according to the New York Crop Reporting Service. The total 
volume of grapes received in 1968 was 1/3 less than the tonnage received in 1967. 
New York grapes processed within the State totaled 89, 126 tons, down 32 percent 
from a year earlier. Grapes shipped in from Pennsylvania and Ohio declined from 
last year's tonnage of 3, 008 to only 1,568 tons in 1968. Grapes imported from 
Canada showed the largest decrease, 2, 783 tons processed in 1968, down from the 
1967 total of 7,012 tons and 8, 297 tons in 1966. 

All areas of the Empire State- produced less grapes in 1968 than a year 
earlier, except the Hudson Valley which was up 5 percent. The Chautauqua-Erie 
Region's production of 56, 765 tons processed by New York firms accounted for 64 
percent of the New York crop in 1968, down from last year's 68 percent share of the 
crop. Total production in the Chautauqua-Erie Region that was processed in New 
York declined 36 percent, with Concords down 37 percent. 

Production in the Finger Lakes Region of 26, 677 tons accounted for 30 per- 
cent of the grapes processed in the Empire State. Even though production in the 
Finger Lakes declined 25 percent from last year, their share of the grapes processed 
in New York was up 3 percentage points. In the Finger Lakes Region, production of 
all varieties declined from a year earlier, with Concords down 24 percent, Catawba 
down 38 percent, Delawares down 23 percent, and French hybrids down 15 percent. 

Of the grapes processed in New York State, Concords accounted for 73, 592 
tons, 79 percent of the total, down slightly from their 80 percent share a year earlier. 
There were less of all varieties processed within the State than a year earlier'with 
the following major varieties, in order of 1968 importance showing these declines; 
Concords down 35 percent, Niagaras down 34 percent, Catawbas down 35 percent, 
Delawares down 17 percent, French hybrids down 10 percent, and Elviras down 8 
percent. Order of importance for the above listed varieties is unchanged from their 
1967 ranking. 



For this project, State funds were matched with Federal 
funds received from the Consumer and Marketing Service, 
U. S.D.A. under the provisions of the Agricultural Mar- 
keting Act of 1946. 
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In 1968, the first utilization of 56 s 627 tons of grapes was sweet juice 
accounting for 61 percent of the grapes that New York firms processed. This is 
down from the 68 percent share utilized for sweet juice last year. The 32, 950 tons 
of grapes utilized for wine in New York State during 1968 accounted for 3 5 percent 
of all the grapes processed within the State, up from last year's share of 29 percent. 
In 1967, New York processors utilized 82 percent of their Concord receipts for 
sweet juice, while this year only 74 percent of their Concord receipts were utilized 
for sweet juice. Even though total Concord receipts were down 3 5 percent, the 15, 576 
tons utilized for wine was only down 5 percent from the tonnage utilized for wine in 
1967 by New York wineries. 

Prices paid to growers for 1968 crop grapes were higher than a year earlier 
for all varieties, except Clintons and Missouri Rieslings. Ives and Dutchess showed 
the largest price increase over last year, up 15 dollars per ton, followed by French 
hybrids, up 10 dollars per ton. No attempt has been made to estimate the average 
price for Concords in 1968 as a significant part of the crop is handled on a coopera- 
tive or profit sharing basis. An average price for 1968 crop Concord grapes will be 
published when this report is released covering the 1969 grape crop. 



All wineries and processing plants that handled grapes in 1968 were contacted 
and supplied us with the number of tons that they processed. We gratefully acknow- 
ledge the continued excellent cooperation of these New York State wineries and grape 
processors, for without their assistance this report would not be possible. There 
were 28 firms that processed grapes in New York during 1968.

RECEIPTS UP FROM 1968 



New York Sta'te wineries and grape processing plants purchased 108, 518 
tons of grapes in 1 96 9 3 up 16 percent from their purchases of a year earlier. Pur- 
chases from New York State growers increased nearly 10,000 tons to 99,073 tons. 
Quantities from other states were almost double their 1968 level and Canadian im- 
ports were nearly three fold. 

Purchases of three varieties, Ives, Missouri Riesling, and Isabellas, were 
more than twice their purchases of a year earlier. Other varieties that showed 
significant increases over the preceding year includes Niagaras, Catawbas, Elviras, 
Dutchess and French Hybrids^ 

The percent of the grapes processed in New York State for wine showed a 
large increase in 1969, accounting for 47 percent of the crop, compared with only 
35 percent of the crop in 1968. The percent of the crop used for purposes other 
than sweet juice and wine continued to decline, as this category only accounted for 
3, 286 tons or 3 percent of the 1969 crop. Despite an increase of 16 percent in pur- 
chases, tonnage of grapes utilized for sweet juice declined from 56, 627 tons in 1968 
to 54,428 tons in 1969. 

Grapes purchased from New York State growers in 1969 increased 11 per- 
cent from a year earlier. The tonnage of grapes bought by New York processors 
in the Chautauqua- Erie Region declined 10 percent to 50, 975 tons. Concords showed 
the largest decrease in this region, down 12 percent to 46, 783 tons. Delawares 
were also down substantially in the Chautauqua-Erie Region, while both Niagaras 
and Catawbas were significantly above their levels of a year earlier. 

Grapes purchased in the Finger Lakes Region, accounted for the State in- 
crease as New York processors purchased 41,011 tons, 54 percent more than from 
the same region in 1968. Most varieties were significantly above their year earlier 
levels. Grapes purchased in the Niagara Area were also up substantially to 3,057 
tons from 1921 tons in 1968. Tonnage of grapes purchased in the Hudson Valley 
continued to decline, down 6 percent from a year earlier. Prices paid for grapes 
were higher for all varieties, with Ives and Isabellas showing the largest increases. 

All wineries and processing plants that handled grapes in 1969 were con- 
tacted and supplied the New York Crop Reporting Service with the tonnage of grapes 
they processed.

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GRAP E TONNAGE UP FROM 1969 

New York. State wineries and grape processing plants purchased 139,494 
tons of grapes in 1970, up 29 percent from their purchases of a year earlier. Pur- 
chases from New York State growers increased nearly 30, 000 tons to 127, 234 Ions. 
Quantities from other states more than doubled their 196 9 amount while imports 
from Canada were 21 percent less than a year earlier. 

Purchases of all major varieties were higher than a year earlier except 
for Niagara and Dutchess. Miscellaneous varieties with purchases totaling at 
least 50 tons in 1970 were Canada Muscat, Diamond, Fredonia, Salem Agawam, 
Steuben and White Riesling. 

The tonnage of grapes purchased for wine was up from 50, 804 tons in 1969 
to 58, 216 tons in 1970, while the percentage declined from 47 to 42 percent. The 
percentage of the purchases used for purposes other than sweet juice and wine 
continued to decline, as this category accounted for 2, 922 tons or 2 percent of the 
1970 crop. Grapes utilized for sweet juice increased from 54,428 tons in 1969 to 
78, 126 tons in 1970, an increase from 50 to 56 percent. 

Grapes purchased from New York State growers in 1970 increased 28 per- 
cent from 1969. The tonnage of grapes bought by New York processors in the 
Chautauqua-Erie Region increased 35 percent from 50, 975 tons in 1969 to 68, 567 
tons in 1970. This region accounted for more than half of the States increase. 
Practically all of the increase was obtained from the Concord variety in this area. 
Purchases of Niagaras declined from 1, 899 tons in 1969 to 1,000 tons in 1970. 
The tonnage of Catawbas and Delaware s was above yeair earlier levels. 

Grapes purchased in the Finger Lakes Region in 1970 increased 14 percent 
to 46, 898 tons. Concords accounted for naost of the increase although most var- 
ieties were above 1969 levels. The only exceptions were Niagaras, Catawbas and 
Dutche ss. 

Grapes purchased in the Niagara Area in 1970 more than doubled the: 1969 
amount. Purchases increased from 3,057 tons in 1969 to 6,300 in 1970. Tonnage 
of grapes purchased in Hudson Valley increased 50 percent from 2, 386 to 3, 574 
tons. Concords accounted for most of the increase. Prices paid for grapes were 
slightly higher than year earlier levels. 

All wineries and processing plants that handled grapes in 1970 were con- 
tacted and they have supplied the New York Crop Reporting Service with the tonnage 
of grapes they processed. We gratefully acknowledge the continued excellent co- 
operation of the New York State grape processors and wineries, for without their 
assistance this report would not be possible. There were 28 firms that processed 
grapes in New York State during 1970.

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RECORD GRAPE TONNAGE IN 1971 

New York State wineries and grape processing plants purchased a record 
i75, 700 tons of grapes in 1971, up 26 percent from their purchases a year earlier. 
New York grown grapes processed out of state are not included. Purchases from 
New York State growers increased more than 38,000 tons to 165,613 tons. Quan- 
tities purchased from other states were up more than 2, 300 tons to 9, 450 tons. 
Imports from Canada were down considerably, from about 5, 000 tons in 1970 to 
637 tons in 1971. 

Purchases of all major varieties were higher than a year earlier. Mis- 
cellaneous varieties with purchases totaling at least 50 tons in 1971 were Fredonia, 
White Riesling, Diamond, Canada Muscat, Iona and Steuben. 

The tonnage of grapes utilized for wine was up from 58, 216 tons in 1970 to 
70, 697 tons in 1971, however the proportion utilized for wine was down from 42 
percent of the total in 1970 to 40 percent in 1971. The tonnage of grapes used for 
purposes other than wine or sweet juice continues to decline as this category 
accounted for 2, 922 tons in 1970 and 2, 622 tons in 1971. Grapes utilized for sweet 
juice increased from 78, 126 tons in 1970 to 102,050 tons in 1971 and the proportion 
utilized for sweet juice increased from 56 percent in 1970 to 58 percent in 1971. 

Grapes purchased from New York State growers increased to 165,613 tons 
in 1971 from 127, 234 tons in 1970, an increase of 30 percent. The tonnage of 
grapes bought by New York processors in the Chautauqua -Erie Region increased 
37 percent from 68, 567 tons in 1970 to 94, 025 tons in 1971. This region accounted 
for two-thirds of the State's increase. Grapes purchased in the Finger Lakes Re- 
gion in 1971 increased 29 percent from 46, 898 tons in 1970 to 60, 400 tons in 197 1 . 
Grapes purchased in the Niagara Region declined from 6, 300 tons in 1970 to 4, 594 
tons in 1971, a decrease of 27 percent. A similar decline occurred in the Hudson 
Valley Region where 3, 044 tons were purchased in 1971 and 3, 574 tons in 1970 for 
a decline of 15 percent. Grapes purchased in the Other New York Region increased 
from 1, 895 tons in 1970 to 3, 550 tons in 1971. 

All wineries and processing plants that handled grapes in 1971 were con- 
tacted. They have supplied the New York Crop Reporting Service with tonnage of 
grapes they processed. We gratefully acknowledge the continued excellent coop- 
eration of the New York State grape processors and wineries, for without their 
assistance this report would not be possible. There were 27 firms that processed 
grapes in New York State during 1971.

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SUMMARY 

A total of 100, 644 tons of New York grapes were received at wineries and 
processing plants in 1972, a decrease of 49 percent from the 196,453 tons received 
in 1971. 



Table 1 begins a new series of data relating to the tonnage of New 
York grapes by variety and area grown. It includes New York grown 
grapes received at out-of-State plants in addition to receipts at New 
York State wineries and processors. Data in Tables 2 and 3 relates 
to New York State plants only. 



The grape tonnage obtained from the Chautauqua -Erie area was down 47 
percent from 119, 689 tons in 1971 to 63, 220 tons in 1972. Niagara County tonnage 
was down 42 percent from 8, 355 tons in 1971 to 4, 827 tons in 1972. The Finger 
Lakes area had the largest decline - 53 percent, from 61, 815 tons in 1971 to 
29, 077 tons in 1972. 

Of the major varieties, Delaware tonnage declined the most. The 1972 
Delaware crop declined 71 percent from 1971. Concords tonnage was down 48 per- 
cent, Niagara down 54 percent and Catawba down 57 percent from the previous year. 
All varieties were off 49 percent from 1971's record crop. 

New York State wineries and grape processing plants received 100, 387 tons 
in 1972 down 43 percent from the 175, 700 tons received in 1971. Receipts from 
New York growers decreased from 165, 613 tons in 1971 to 85, 705 tons in 1972. 
Out-of-State receipts increased from 9,450 tons in 1971 to 14,450 tons in 1972. 
Canadian imports were not significant. 

The tonnage of grapes utilized for wine was down from 70, 697 tons in 1971 
to 43, 100 tons in 1972. Wine utilized 43 percent of the total grape tonnage processed. 
In 1971 40 percent of the grape tonnage was utilized for wine. Grapes utilized for 
sweet juice declined from 102, 050 tons in 1971 to 55, 198 tons in 1972. This repre- 
sents 55 percent of tonnage processed. 

The New York Crop Reporting Service obtained the data for this publication 
from New York wineries and processors and the major processors out-of-State 
who received New York grown grapes. We gratefully acknowledge the continued 
excellent cooperation they provide. Their interest and assistance is necessary in 
making this bulletin available to all interested in the New York grape industry. 
There were 30 firms processing grapes in New York State during 1972, an increase 
of 3 firms over last year.

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SUMMARY 



A total of 125, 986 tons of New York grapes were received at wineries 
and processing plants in 1973, an increase of 25 percent from the 100, 644 tons 
received in 1972. 

The grape tonnage obtained from the Chautauqua-Erie area was up 21 
percent from 63, 220 tons in 1972 to 76, 376 tons in 1973. Niagara County ton- 
nage was up 2 percent from 4, 827 tons in 1972 to 4, 913 tons in 1973. The 
Finger Lakes area had the largest increase - 43 percent from 29, 077 tons in 
1972 to 41, 622 tons in 1973. 

Of the major varieties, Delaware tonnage increased the most. The 1973 
Delaware crop increased 152 percent from the very small 1972 crop. Concord 
tonnage was up 19 percent, Niagara up 37 percent and Catawba up 59 percent 
from the previous year. All varieties combined were up 25 percent from 1972' s 
short crop. 

New York State wineries and grape processing plants received 121, 592 
tons in 1973 up 21 percent from the 100, 387 tons received in 1972. Receipts 
from New York growers increased from 85,705 tons in 1972 to 111,061 tons in 
1973. Out-of-State receipts declined from 14,450 tons in 1972 to 9, 918 tons in 
1973. Canadian imports increased, however total tonnage is only about one-half 
percent. 

The tonnage of grapes utilized for wine was up from 43, 100 tons in 1972 
to 67, 171 tons in 1973. "Wine utilized 55 percent of the total grape tonnage pro- 
cessed. In 1972, 43 percent of the grape tonnage was utilized for wine. Grapes 
utilized for sweet juice declined from 55, 198 tons in 1972 to 44, 876 tons in 1973. 
This represents 37 percent of tonnage processed. 

The New York Crop Reporting Service obtained the data for this publica- 
tion from New York wineries and processors and the major processors out-of- 
State -who received New York grown grapes. We gratefully acknowledge the con- 
tinued excellent cooperation they provide. Their interest and assistance is 
necessary in making this bulletin available to all interested in the New York 
grape industry. There were 30 firms processing grapes in New York State dur- 
ing 1973, the same as last year.

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SUMMARY 



A total of 173,840 tons of New York grapes were received at wineries and 
processing plants in 1974, an increase of 38 percent from the 125, 986 tons received 
in 1973. 

The grape tonnage obtained from the Chautauqua -Erie area was up 39 percent 
from 1973 to 106, 381 tons. The Finger Lakes was up 31 percent to 54, 482 tons. 
Niagara County had the largest increase, 79 percent, to 8, 774 tons. 

All varieties showed an increase from 1973 with Catawba increasing the most, 
up 7 2 percent. Concord tonnage was up 36 percent, Niagara tonnage was up 29 per- 
cent and Delaware was up 21 percent. 

New York State wineries and processing plants received 169,448 tons in 1974 
up 39 percent from 1973. Receipts from New York growers increased 38 percent to 
153, 322 tons. Out-of-State receipts increased 44 percent to 14, 237 tons. Canadian 
imports tripled, from 613 tons in 1973 to 1, 889 tons in 1974. 

Tonnage of grapes utilized for wine increased 50 percent to 100,752 tons. 
This was 59 percent of the total grape tonnage processed in New York compared to 55 
percent in 1973. Grapes utilized for sweet juice increased 40 percent to 62, 923 tons. 
This continued to be 37 percent of the total tonnage processed. 

The combined French Hybrid varieties increased 52 percent from 1973 to 
10,662 tons in 1974. Receipts of 8,219 tons from the Finger Lakes area accounted for 
77 percent of the total. Chautauqua -Erie area with 1, 313 tons accounted for 12 per- 
cent of the total. Eleven percent came from other New York areas or out-of-state. 
Aurore tonnage was 5,314, (50 percent of the total) while Baco Noir ranked second 
with 1, 203 tons (11 percent of the total). 

The New York Crop Reporting Service obtained the data for this publication 
from New York wineries and processors and the major processors out-of-state who 
received New York grown grapes. We gratefully acknowledge the continued excellent 
cooperation they provide. Their interest and assistance is necessary in making this 
bulletin available to all interested in the New York grape industry. There were 29 
firms processing grapes in New York State during 1974, one less than last year.

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SUMMARY 

A total of 149, 445 tons of New York grapes were received at wineries and 
processing plants in 1975, a decrease of 14 percent from the 17 3, 840 tons received 
in 1974. 



The grape tonnage obtained from the Chautauqua-Erie area was down 19 per- 
cent from 1974 to 86, 535 tons. The Finger Lakes was down 2 percent to 53,425 tons 
and Niagara County decreased 28 percent to 6, 322 tons. 



Receipts of five varieties: Concords, Niagara, Catawba, Ives and Isabella, de- 
creased while receipts of Delaware, Elvira, Dutchess and French Hybrids increased. 
Concords the major variety -was down 19 percent to 105,448 tons. 



New York wineries and processing plants received 140, 898 tons in 1975 down 
17 percent from 1974. Receipts from New York growers were down 15 percent to 
130,136 tons. Out-of-state receipts decreased 24 percent to 10, 762 tons. There -were 
no reports of receipts from Canada. 



Tonnage of grapes utilized for wine decreased 19 percent to 81,282 tons. This 
■was 58 percent of the total grape tonnage processed in New York compared to 59 per- 
cent in 1974. Grapes utilized for sweet juice decreased 17 percent to 52, 245 tons. 
This continued to be 37 percent of the total tonnage processed. 



The combined French Hybrid varieties i n c r e a s e d 24 percent from 1974 to 
13, 240 tons in 1975. Receipts of 10, 506 tons from the Finger Lakes accounted for 79 
percent of the total. Chautauqua -Erie area accounted for 1,669 tons, 13 percent of 
the total. De Chaunac showed the largest increase with receipts almost triple 1974 's 
receipts. Cascade, Chelois'and Rosette showed declines from 1974. Aurore remained 
the top french hybrid while De Chaunac ranked second and Baco Noir dropped to third 
from the second ranking in 1974. 



The New York Crop Reporting Service obtained the data for this publication 
from New York wineries and processors and the major processors out-of-state who 
received New York grown grapes. We gratefully acknowledge the continued excellent 
cooperation they provide. Their interest and assistance is necessary in making this 
bulletin available to all interested in the New York grape industry. There were 27 
firms processing grapes in New York State during 1975, 2 less than last year.

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A total of 164, 492 tons of New York grapes were received at wineries and pro- 
cessing plants in 1976, 10 percent more than the 149, 445 tons received in 1975. 



Grape tonnage from the Chautauqua-Erie area was up 23 percent from 1975 to 
106,090 tons. The Finger Lakes area was down 1 5 percent to 45, 606 tons. Niagara 
County was up 1 7 percent to 7, 40 5 tons. 



Receipts of Concords and Niagaras were above the previous year, while re- 
ceipts of all the other varieties declined. Concord receipts were up 17 percent to 
123, 277 tons and accounted for three-fourths of all varieties. 

New York wineries and processing plants received 145,195 tons in 1976, up 3 
percent from 1975. Ninety-two percent of these receipts were from New York State. 
The remaining 8 percent, originated in nearby states. 

Tonnage of grapes utilized for wine in New York wineries and processing plants 
increased 6 percent from last year to 86, 518 tons and accounted for 60 percent of all 
grapes processed. Tonnage used for juice declined 8 percent to 48, 132 tons and was 
33 percent of all grapes processed. 



Combined receipts of French Hybrid varieties were down 2 percent to 13,026 
tons. The Finger Lakes area accounted for 78 percent of the total or 10,139 tons. 
Aurore, deChaunac and Baco Noir, the leading varieties, accounted for nearly three- 
fourths of the French Hybrid tonnage. 



The New York Crop Reporting Service obtained data for this publication from 
New York wineries and processors and the major processors out of state who con- 
sistently receive New York grown grapes. The excellent cooperation they provide is 
deeply appreciated. Their assistance makes this bulletin available to all interested in 
the New York grape industry. There "were 28 firms processing grapes in New York 
during 1976.
